To his Excellency, Lucius FAIROHILD, 
Governor of the State of Wisconsin : 


Str :—In compliance with the requirements of law, 1 beg leave: 
to submit my fifth annual report, as state prison commissioner. 
showing the progress and vonditidh of this institution, during the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1868, ` 

At the commencement of the year, October 1, 1867, the number 
of convicts was two hundred and six. There were received from 
October 1, 1867 ‘to September 30, 1868 inclusive, one hundred and 
ten, making a total of three hundred and sixteen. There were 
discharged during that time, one hundred and thirty-two, in man- 
ner as follows, to-wit: on reduction of time, under the provisions 
of chapter 821 of the general laws of 1860, one hundred and seven- 
teen; by governor’s pardon, eleven; by order of the supreme 
court, two} by expiration of sentence, one, and by death, one— 
leaving in confinement, October 1, 1868, one hundred and eighty- 
four, of whom there were one hundred and séventy-six males, and 
eight females. | g

Although the state has increased in population and greatness very 
rapidly during the past twelve years, crime has happily not increased 
in the same ratio, in fact, not at all, if prison statistics can be re- 
ied ‘upon as a standard of. the moral condition of a people. It will 
be noticed that the number of convicts decreased during the late 
war of the rebellion, because not a few were driven by their guilty 
consciences into the army, but I havé no occasion for changing my 
opinion, expressed 1m a former réport, ‘tliat the war had in the main 
no demoralizing influence upon our communities. Well may we be 
proud of the fact, and point to it with feelings of just satisfaction, 
that a state containing over a million of inhabitants, has only one 
hundred and eighty-four criminals confined in her prison. The ca- 
pacity of the institution can now accommodate five hundred—a 
number which will not soon be reached. 

The conduct of the men, during i the past year, has been-uniformly 
good. They obeyed willingly the rules of the prison, and performed 
their daily labor with apparent cheerfulness; deprivation from 
it ig looked upon as a severe punishment. 

The general state of health has been very satisfactory. The-sim- 
ple announcement that our hospital is empty, and has been so for 
nearly a whole year, and that not a single , ease of mortality, from 
natural causes, has occurred, is sufficient evidence of the excellence 
of our. sanitary regulations. Here I wish to state that Avery 
MeGowan, a cdnvict, while at work in the stone quarry, was killed 
on the 5th day of December last, by the falling of a bank of frozen

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earth. No blame could be attached to anybody for this sad acci- 
dent. : For further particulars on these subjects, I beg leave to refer 
to the report of thé prison physician, Dr. H. L. Butterfiéld, who 
has faithfully discharged the duties pertaining to his office. . 

For the first time within three years the peace of the institution 
was suddenly disturbed by the escape of three convicts. Two scaled 
the'prison wall; one got off about a mile and was then re-captured, and 
the other after an absence of several days. I made examination into 
the circumstances of the escape, and found one of the guards guilty 
of culpable negligence. He was immediately discharged. The third, 
and fruitless, attempt at escape was made by a convict, whose time 
had nearly expired, and who had won my confidence by his “uniform 
good conduct, in such a degree that I felt induced to favor him with 
a place of special trust, which made his escape, under certain cir- 
cumgbarices, possible, It is a matter of much gratification to me 
that heis the first convict who has thus betrayed my confidence. 

For a full and-complete statement in detail of the receipts and 
disbursements of the prison, during the past “year, I wish to refer 
to the comprehensive .tables herewith presented, and compiled by 
Mr. Wingender, the efficient prison.clerk. It may, however, be 
proper to state, in connection with this subject, that the legislature, 
at its last session, appropriated the sum of forty thousand dollars, 
($40,000,3 for current expenses, improvements and thë purchase 
of machines and materials for the chair department. The full apa 
propriation, except’ fourteen hundred and fourteen dollars and 
ninety-six cents, ($1,411.96, ) has not only-heen expended, but it hag 
also beéomie necessary to incur an ‘indébtedhess amounting, at” this 
date, to six thousand six hundred and eighty-four dollars and thirty< 
five cents, ($6,684 35,) to meet which 1'hold assets to the-amount 
of ‘thirty-nine thousand nine hundréd and forty-niné dollars and 
forty-éight cents; ‘($39,949 48,) of whisk thirty-five thousand four 
hundred and 'twenty-eight dollars and séventy-three, ($35, 428 78,) 
are colivertible and available to »pày-liübilities. Tt- will be Been from 
these figures that the prison is not only só/vent, but that CETT 
exdeed its ligbilities by thirty-thousand’ one hundred and fiftyenina 
dóllars and thirty-four cents,” (880, 159 99.1 While all ‘utinedeasary 
expeñdós ‘should “be avoided; and “nd extravdpdnies’ tolerated, “to put 
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our manufactory in first class order, seems to me a matter of economy 
and the true foundation for success. This being the case, our facili- 
ties for turning out good work, and in large quantities, should not 
be behind those of any other establishment in the state. I, there- 
fore, hold that our stock of ready made goods, and the materials 
now in process of manufacture cannot be diminished, but should 
rather , be increased. An appropriation of forty thousand dollars; 
($40,000,) for which I most respectfully ask, will be adsolutely 
necessary to serve partly as an operating capital, and partly as a 
fund to defray a portion of the current expenses for the ensuing 
year. 

The financial condition of the prison, although fully as favorable 
as could be anticipated, does not show as well as in the four years 
past. The reasons may be readily understood. Up to last fall the 
inmates of this institution were mainly employed in putting up 
buildings and waking othcr permanent improvements. ‘After nearly 
all improvements of. this kind were completed, it became necessary 
to provide some facilities for their future employment; but here I 
met with some hindrances, which made it impossible to enter upon 
any new business enterprise at once, and the loss of nearly two 
months of labor, from a part of the convicts, was the natural con- 
sequence. The action of the legislature was absolutely necessary, 
in the first-place; to approve of my plans for employing the: con- 
victs, and then to furnish the required means to carry them into 
execution. With feelings of profound gratitude, I must confess 
that this honorable body very promptly endorsed my propositions, 
and afforded the asked for relief by making a liberal appropriation. 
Having previously concluded to establish a chair manufactory in 
connection with our cabinet shop, already in operation, I at once 
made preparations for the purchase of such machines as were deemed 
sufficient for the beginning. Although I exerted myself to.the 
utmost to put them in good working order at the earliest moment, 
I was much disappointed in the time it required for its completion, 
Instead of weeks it took months before the first finished chair could 
be turned out, When itis further considered that all our men were in- 
experienoed in making that class of work, and that we had to co m 
pete with old established manufactories in obtaining the patronage 
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of customers and a ready market for our goods, it seems to be 
evident that the financial success of this department was as favora- 
able as could be expected under the circumstances. From the 
detailed statement annexed to this report, it will be seen that the 
net gain in both the chair and cabinet shops amounted to eighteen 
thousand four hundred and forty dollars and ninety- -eight cents, 
(18,440.98) during the past year, several months of which were 
lost in preparatory arrangements and other unproductive labor. 

The experience already had confirms me in the opinion that no 
branch of manufacture could have been selected, better adapted to 
the peculiar condition of this institution, than the making of chairs. 
It is especially calculated to give profitable employment to all classes 
of prisoners, for even the sickly, mentally weak and short-termed , 
men can now be made useful. 

A considerable number of convicts have been employed i in quar- 
rying and cutting stone. Although tho income of these two de- 
partments did not come up to my expeotatións, owing to the lim- 
ited demand for that class of work, during the building season, their 
net earnings amounted nevertheless to nine thousand, two hundred 
and seven dollars and ninety-nine cents, ($9,207.99. ) 

The shoe and blacksmith shops were principally carried on for ' 
the benefit of the institution, and but a few men were employed, 
from time to time, in doing some work for regular customers. "The 
profits in the first-named shop, amounting to one thousaud seven 
hundred and forty-two dollars and eighty-nine cents, ($1,742.89, ) 
were more than sufficient to keep all the convicts, (316), in boots 
and shoes for a whole year; and the blacksmith shop afforded an in- 
come of two thousand, two hundred and seventy-one «dollars and 
` nine cents, ($2,271.09.) 

A large amount of labor has been performed during the past year 
in finishing the north wing of the prison, building a fire-proof kiln 
for drying lumber, a shop for the stone-cutters, anda cistern; in 
flagging sidewalks, grading the vards, plastering, painting and re- 
pairing buildings generally, The value of permanent improvements 
and repairs, thus made, amounts to eight thousand, thirty-nine dol- 
lars and two cents, ($8,039.02.) Your attention is respectfully 
called to the respective statements accompanying this report: 
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The personal property of the prison, on the 1st day of October, 
1867, amounted to twenty-six thousand one hundred and eighty- 
four dollars and eighty-four cents, ($26,184 84,) and on the 1st 
day of October, 1868, as exhibited by the inventory herewith pre 
sented, to fifty-five thousand twenty-four dollars and forty-five cents, 
($55,024 45,) showing an increase of twenty-eight thousand eight 
hundred and thirty nine dollars and Biztyeguo cents, ($28, 839 61 ,) 
within one year. 

It gives me great pleasure to state that the prosperity which fur” 
merly characterized this institution, still continued during the past 
year, and this may chiefly be attributed to the liberal principles 
which governed and in the administration of tho affairs of the pris- 
on. A cruel and inhuman system of prison discipline cannot be 
otherwise than injurious in its effects. It destroys the good will 
and confidence, and makes the man suspicious, revengeful and reck- 
less of consequenves. It promotes ingubordination and conspir- 
acies, makes labor a curse, fills the dark cells with desparadoes, and 
the hospital with the sick; in short it has the tendency of making 
good men bad, and bad men constantly worse. 

Kindness is the principal means of discipline employed in this 
. prison, and it has always been found most salutary i in its effects. 
Human nature is the same here as elsewhere ; while men may be in- 
fluenced by counsel, remonstrance, or persuasion, they very seldom 
can be moved by mere brute energy. They certainly cannot be made , 
better by inflicting those barbarous punishments which have been 
the terror of past ages, and would bea disgrace to any civilized 
nation now. Aside from privileges of various kinds to be earned by 
good conduct, the following may be cited as the most noteworthy 
agencies employed in the reformation of our convicts. 

First. The commutation, laws by which each prisoner against 
whom is not recorded any infraction of the rules of discipline, may 
diminish his sentence five days in each month, and if he should be 
entitled, after the expiration of his term of-imprisonment, to a certifi- 
cate of good character for obedience, industry and integrity, then 
the commissioner shall be authorized to restore him to citizenship. 

Second. Religious instructions, consisting in divine service 
every Sabbath morning, and private conversations of the chaplain 
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with convicts in their cells, at any time during the week. The pre- 
sent chaplain, to whose report your attention is respectfully called, 
deserves much credit for his indefatigable labor in behalf of these 
unfortunate persons. 


Third. The day school in which those convicts, who are unable _ 
to read, write or cypher, receive instructions in those branches of 
education. This school, now in successful operation for nearly two 
years, may be considered one of the most remarkable features of the 
institution. | 

Fourth. The prison library, although not as extensive asit 
should be, is well calculated to communicate useful knowledge and 
elevate the minds of the convicts. All books of every deserption 
are eagerly sought, well read and pondored, and afford a rich-source 
of amusement and ‘instruction. 


Fifth. The prison dress. The parti-colored dress heretofore 
worn and regarded by all experienced prison officers as degrading in 
its tendency, has been changed for one of uniform colar- —the light 
grey—and the former is used only as a means of punishment. This 
change met more than my expectations. It inspired the convicts 
with confidence and self-respect, encouraged them to new efforts to 
redeem their manhood; not being constantly reminded of their dis- 
grace, it promoted cheerfulness and with it a higher degree of in- 
dustry. It appeared to them like a sacred token, that they were 
still children of the human family, fallen from grace, but not hope- 
lessly lost. Nar Lhe time be near, when the parti-colored and ze- 
bra-striped dress will be banished from all American prisons. 

The mode of dealing with our convicts may be briefly summed up 
as follows: 

We treat them always as human beings, entitled to our heartfelt 
sympathy, and not as hardened criminals, insensible to all feelings 
of kindness and affection. We never allow any officer to speak to 
them harshly, or to allude in any manner, however remote, to the 
crime of which they stand convicted. No prisoner is punished for 
his first offence against prison rules; he receives, instead, an earn- 
est but kind warning not to repeat it. Punishment is never inflicted, 
till it has been explained to the offender, that his own good, as well 
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as that of the institution, requires it, and corporal punishment is in 
all cases abolished. We never let prisoners suffer for want of com- 
fortable clothes, or of good, wholesome food. ‘We take good care 
of them when sick. We encourage them, at every opportunity, to 
cultivate their mental, moral and physical powers, and to make a 
solemn pledge to enter sosiety again as better men. 

Upon this theory I have endeavored to administer the government 
of the prison, and, I am happy to say, it hasnot only been very bene- 
ficial in its practical results, but met also the approbation of our most 
distinguished prison reformers, and especially of Rev. H. C. Wines, 
secretary of the New York prison association, who may well be 
called the John Howard of America. 

The female department, still under the management of Miss Har- 
rington, the matron, is in excellent condition. The number of its 
inmates has decreased, during the past year, from fifteen to eight 
now in confinement. Their general conduct has been peaceful and 
their industry commendable. ; 

In conclusion, I wish to tender my heartfelt thanks to Major Bry- 
ant, the deputy warden, and all other officers of the institution, for 
their uniform kindness towards me, and the faithfulness with which 
they have sustained me in the discharge of my duties.

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 


WaupPuN, October. 1, 1868, : 


The reformation of the convict should be the first and greàt- 
est object to be gained by imprisonment for crime. All reformatory 
agencies connected with a prison, should therefore be so prominent- 
ly connected with every department of prison discipline, that the 
convict could never fail to see that his punishment was not vindio- 
tive, but reformatory in its design. This sentiment is not over- 
looked by our worthy commissioner, who has made the reform of 
the convicts under his charge, the great end to be obtained in the 
discharge of all his official duties. To his kind co-operation I am 
principally indebted for whatever success has attended my labors. 

In presenting this report, 1 am happy to say, that the religious 
department of.tho prison is in as good and prosperous a condition as 
I have ever seen it at any time since my connection with the insti- 
tution. Nothing has occurred during the past year to disturb the 
harmony of our chapel services. On the contrary, all the convicts 
have evinced by their good conduct in church, an interest in the 
returning services of the Sabbath, that would be creditable to any 
outside congregation. Many who have been discharged from prison, 
during the past year, have left this institution better men, and I 
believe, with a true, earnest and honest purpose to lead a new life, 
a life of honest industry and Christian integrity. Many others, 
who still remain in confinement, evince by their daily deportment a 
determination to reform their habits of life, and yet convince the 
world that they can become honest and respectable men. 

The prison school is still in successful operation, with a member- 
ship of about sixty scholars. We have received into the school, 
since my last report, forty-eight scholars, the majority of whom 
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had no education whatever. The remainder could read but im- 
perfectly in the primer, or in the beginning of the first reader, but 
had no knowjedge of writing or arithmetic. We have discharged 
from prisou thirty-fonr, all of whom could read and write intelli- 
gently, and understood arithmetic sufficiently for the common trans. 
action of business. Of those now in the school, there is but one in 
the primer class, eight in the first reader, eleven in the second 
reader, and the remainder in the third reader. In arithmetic there 
are ten in the mental and the balance in the practical arithmetic in 
various stages of advancement, from the beginning to nearly som- 
pleting the book. 

tis trnly surprising bo see what proficiency the school has made 
in the art of writing during the past year. Many who one year ago 
had no knowledge whatever of this art, now write a very fair busi- 
ness hand. This experiment :of a school i in a prison has demonstrat- 
ed ita utility. The salutary effects of the school are clearly seen in 
the improved habits and uniform good. conduct, of those who enjoy 
its benefits. _ The little education which the convicts obtain in this 
school seems to ‘inspire them with more self-confidence, and higher 
and clearer conceptions of human duty. The commissioner, Hon. 
Henry Cordier, has always taken a deep interest in the school, and 
to him the covicts are indebted for its origin and success.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

WAUPUN, October 1, 1868. 


In compliance with the established custom, L have the honor to 
transmit my annual report of the sanitary condition of the inmates 
of the Wisconsin state prison. 

Since my connection with the prison, which commenced January 
1, 1868, there have no deaths occurred among its inmates. My 
predecessor, Dr. Moore, informs me, that from the date of the last 
report until December 31, there was comparatively but a small 
amount of sickness, and but oue death, and that by accident. On the 
bth of December, Avery McGowan, while at work in the stone 
quarry, was killed by the falling of a bank of earth.

In reporting to you the condition of this department, it is with 
great, pleasure I am enabled to do so, under such encouraging cir- 
cumstances. . E 

There have been but few cases that required treatment in the 
hospital. Many of the prisoners have constitutions pemanently 
debilitated and diseased by habits of intemperanee and vice, to 
which they have been slaves, before their admission ; the slightest 
exposure brings into active existence, a long catalogue of diseases 
which produces a positive and often lasting injury to the physical 
structures, particnlarly the stomach and nervous system, 

The diseases that have required treatment, have been, generally, 
of a mild character, with the exception of a few chronic cases, which 
existed before the convict's entrance into prison. 
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There has been no malignant or epidemic disease, and during the 
summer months but a small amount of the usual stomach and bowel 
difficulties incident to the season. 

The immunity from disease, I think, is owing in a great measure 
to the excellent dietary arrangements, which consist in a sufficiency 
of clothing, a proper attention to cleanliness, a good ventilation, 
disinfection of the cells, which bas at all times been duly attended 
to, and which the regulations of this prison at all times require. 

In concluding this report I cannot speak too highly of our com” 
missioner, whose. humane treatment of the prisoners has been the 
means of elevating the moral and physical state of this institution. 
It also gives me much pleasure to say that the officers and matron 
have at all times manifested an interest in carrying out any means 
for the improvement and comfort of the sick under their immediate 
charge,
